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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Johnson (US 
6,186,745). 

Regarding claim 1: Johnson teaches a gas pressurized liquid pump 10 (vessel) with 
intermediate chamber. The vessel defines a first integral chamber 14 and a second integral 
chamber 22 separated by a common wall 26. The vessel is configured to receive material from a 
bulk supply (liquid inlet 50) and receive a pressurized flow of gas from gas source 60 and a valve 
assembly external from the vessel comprising valves 96, 90, and 66 are provided to permit fluid 
communication between the two chambers during a non-refill state and prevent fluid 
communication between the first and second chambers. 

Regarding claim 2: The second chamber is capable of fluid communication with a 
semiconductor fabrication tool (this is an intended use limitation) and a pressurized gas supply 
60. 

Regarding claim 3: Johnson teaches a pressure release valve 96 in communication with 
a second chamber wherein the pressure release valve is configured to automatically vent the 
second chamber when a pressure within the second chamber exceeds a cracking pressure

Regarding claim 4: a processor (computerized pump controller 36), a pressure release 
valve 96 in communication with a second chamber, and a pressure sensor 40 is positioned in the 
second chamber. See col. 2 lines 38-64.

3. Claims 5-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

4. Claim 20 has been allowed.

The prior art of record fails to teach a first and second chamber with a plurality of ports 
such as those suggested in claims 4-14 and 20.
